Upon reconsideration of the pending claims in light of appellants arguments and the 
examiners rejections/arguments, the instant claims are deemed to be allowable over the 
prior art of record since the instant compounds are directed to asymmetric Q1CR1 and 
Q2CR2, wherein even though these said compounds are generically taught by 
Gravesteijn et al and Katagiri, an In re Baird analysis indicates that there is insufficient 
motivation and guidance in said prior art to make the asymmetric compounds since the 
prior art only exemplify symmetric compounds with the squarylium core among many.
